Two Army Fliers 
Killed In Crash

NEW YORK. Aug. 15.—'Two U. S. 
Army fliers met instant death today 
when 
their plane plummeted to 
earth in a field near the Boston 
Post Road at Suburban Rye. 
Flames enveloped the craft im­ 
mediately after the crash. Police and 
firemen sped to the scene and an 
ambulance was dispatched from a 
nearby hospital.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 —Some of 
the mystery concerning Edward J. 
Noble’s resignation as undersecre­ 
tary of commerce, appeared dis­ 
pelled today when friends hinted 
strongly th at the wealthy confection 
m anufacturer hopes to win the Re­ 
publican nomination to the U. S. 
Senate in his native state of Con­ 
necticut. 
At the same time, however, this 
latest retirement from the New Deal 
set-up served to unloose persistent 
reports that a further shake-up was 
impending in the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration. 
It was rumored that Harry L. 
Hopkins would resign as secretary 
of commerce and become one of the 
President's administrative “anony­ 
mous” assistants. Last week it was 
reported Hopkins would quit the 
cabinet to become head of the chief 
executive’s Hyde Park library—a re­ 
port which the secretary branded 
“ridiculous" and Mr. Roosevelt called 
“just another Washington rumor." 
These recurring tips that Hopkins 
plans soon to take a less conspic­ 
uous job appeared to observers to 
be based largely on an antagonism 
he engendered among the profes­ 
sional politicians through the m an­ 
ner in which he conducted third 
term strategy at the Chicago con­ 
vention. Also, the grapevine says 
that Hopkins and NoWe clashed 
over administration of the commerce 
departm ent to a point where that 
agency Is somewhat disrupted. 
Iftihere is any truth in the re­ 
ports, White House observers are 
convinced Hopkins will change Jobs 
by full and hearty agreement with 
the President. Hopkins, who liter­ 
ally makes the White House his 
home, is one of the President’s most 
intimate friends.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—Believe it or 
not, Britain was downright disap­ 
pointed today—“Hitler day”—when 
the fuehrer failed to appear 
August 15 was the day, according 
to accepted legend, when Hitler was 
to have led his legions in a tri­ 
umphal march Into Nazi-occupied 
London.

Sen. Minton (D) Ind.. assistant to 
Majority Leader Barkley, was one 
’ of the New Dealers who admitted 
publicly the Maloney amendment 
threatens to wreck the conscription 
bill 
"The situation is very doubtful,” 
Minton said, ‘“with the balance 
right now in favor of the Maloney 
amendment.” 
Barkley notified his colleagues 
that the Maloney substitute must be 
defeated. 
Await Willkie 
Some senators. Republicans and 
Democrats, believe the outcome of 
Hitler’s blitzkrief against England 
will have a strong influence on the 
conscription issue.

43ritain lost seven fighting planes’ 
yesterday, the air ministry said, al­ 
though the pilots of two of them 
parachuted to safety. No casualties 
were reported in last night's spora­ 
dic raids. 
One German plane, a Heinkel-113, 
was, said to have been brought down 
in northwestern England. Its crew 
of five was captured, two of them 
suffering from wounds. 
Two Raider* Killed 
The second German bomber was 
reported shot down early this morn­ 
ing 
over 
northeastern 
Scotland. 
Two members of its crew were 
killed. 
One wave of enemy planes was 
reported over southwestern Eng­ 
land, where a major air battle was 
reported yesterday, and still other 
German 
machines were reported 
soaring over Wales. 
.At the same time the British air 
ministry announced that 26 German 
planes were shot down during yes­ 
terday's battles, while only four 
British pilots were lost. 
Shortly after midnight German 
planes flew over a northeastern 
English coastal town and crossed 
the southeast and northeast coasts 
of Scotland. 
In northern England 
searchlights were active but there 
were no reports of anti-aircraft fire 
or bombing damage 
The air ministry communique an­ 
nouncing yesterday s toll of German 
planes said: 
“Yesterday evening enemy air­ 
craft made further attacks on south­ 
western England and Wales. Bombs 
were dropped on a number of dis­ 
tricts but there was little damage. 
A number of persons were Injured 
and one was killed. 
"An R. A. F. airdrome was attack­ 
ed. 
Casualties were few although 
some were fatal. 
“Reports of further air engage­ 
ments show that six more enemy 
aircraft were destroyed by R. A. F 
fighters and that one of our fighters 
was lost. 
“The total number of enemy air­ 
craft shot down in Britain and 
around the coasts yesterday amount­ 
ed to 26—14 bombers, three fighter- 
bombers and nine fighters. 
Four 
British pilots were lost.” 
Latest reports indicated that at 
least 50 German parachutes were 
found in the midlands and in Scot­ 
land. 
A widespread man-hunt be­ 
gan to find any German “para­ 
troops” who might have used them 
to land on British soil and begin a 
sabotage campaign against British 
defenses. 
Some officials mere inclined to 
believe, however, that raiding planes 
may have dropped the parachutes— 
empty—on British soil in an effort 
to scare the British and force police 
and home guards to waste time and 
energy hunting for parachutists who 
could not be found. 
Nevertheless, the British took no 
chances. Church bells tolled warn­ 
ings that German parachutists were 
suspected to have landed. 
Seventeen parachutes were found 
near one town in the midlands. Ten 
mere picked up in northeast Scot­ 
land, 17 in southwest Scotland and 
nine in still another Scottish dis­ 
trict. 
As the search for hidden para­ 
chutists 
continued — and proved 
fruitless—the British press dubbed 
the phantom German sky troops 
“para ghosts”. 
Military 
authorities 
speculated 
that the parachutes may have been 
used by German airmen bailing out 
from damaged planes and now try­ 
ing to evade capture. 
They dis­ 
counted the idea that Germany had 
sent over "suicide” parachutists to 
carry on sabotage. 
It was understood that several 
German airmen who leaped from 
their disabled planes already have 
surrendered to police in various dis­ 
tricts and that others are being 
“rounded up”. 
These 
sources 
contended 
that 
Britain’s home guard organization 
renders 
“parachutists 
movements 
almost impossible.” 
The air ministry announced en­ 
emy bombings at isolated points in 
Wales and northeast Scotland dur­ 
ing the night, while six of the Ger­ 
man planes wrecked yesterday mere 
credited to land defense guns. 
According to the air ministry, 
royal air force fighters bagged six 
Junkers 87 s. five Junkers 88’s, one 
Dornier, one Heinkel and an un­ 
identified 
bomber. 
Anti-aircraft 
took care of two 87 s. the Messer- 
schmitt 110’s, one Hcuikel 113, one 
Dornier and one Heinkel. 
German planes mere reported over 
the southeast coast this afternoon. 
Once again, widespread enemy air 
activity mas reported off the north­ 
east coast.

WISE YOUTH LOOKS AHEAD 


It is a good time now for youth 
to look ahead to school and college 
and to do some planning for the fu­ 
ture, even for September. 
Those who will be in high school 
next fall might profit from reading 
a few good books this summer. So 
might the youth who will be in col­ 
lege next year. No wise young per­ 
son can afford to let his mind 
atrophy in idleness, can he? 
Both 
high school and college students 
might gain much from reading one 
or several, of the best books on how 
to study effectively. 
Study HabiU 
Many 
students 
fail, or barely 
pass, in high school or college be­ 
cause they have never acquired good 
methods of study. It is not enough 
to study hard and long, though 
some plodding is necessary; we also 
need to learn to study so as to get 
the best possible results irom our 
efforts. 
With most students, good study is 
a m atter of good reading. 
Those 
who must labor as they read and 
stumble often over words, are so 
distracted and discouraged with the 
mere mechanics of reading that 
they have trouble at mastering the 
content. 
They merely pronounce 
words. They don’t know’ what they 
are reading. 
They go woolgather­ 
ing, daydreaming. 
I should like to urge all such 
youths to set themselves at once 
to read easy material no harder 
than 
Robinson 
Crusoe, 
Treasure 
Island or Tom Sawyer. 
Also from 
the daily newspaper and some of 
the pictured magazines. 
I wish 
moreover, they would read aloud 
for at least 15 minutes every riav. 
No better materials for such practice 
than Isaiah. Psalms or the Gospels 
from the Bible—for high school or 
college students. 
The vocabulary 
is easy, the style direct and simple. 
Summer Reading 
The high school student who reads 
poorly might well set himself this 
summer 
at 
reading 
thoughtfully 
every day from his grade texts in 
history or geography, assigning him ­ 
self a certain number of pagas a 
day. 
The college student who is a 
poor reader likewise should study 
systematically some oi 
his 
high 
school texts, this summer, holding 
himself to summarize each para­ 
graph in his own language.

LANGTRY'S HUSBAND DIES 


The second husband of Liiy Langtry. Sir Hugo Gerald de Bathe, 
once much in the news, died in Southern France last month and, barred 
by the excitement of the war, news of his death has just reached the 
world. 
It was while Lily Langtry was Lady de Bathe that she paid 
America her final visits, appearing before large audiences. 
In those days everybody knew the domestic history of the de Bathes. 
Lady de Bathe had been born Emily Charlotte Le Breton, daughter of 
the Very Reverend W. C. Le Breton, Dean of the Island of Jersey. Later 
because of her amazing beauty this daughter was to be known the world 
over as the “Jersey Lily.” She married Edward Langtry and thereafter 
for fourteen years tried to get a divorce from him. Twice Mr. Langtry 
successfully resisted. 
Later, while raising racehorses on a California 
ranch, Lily Langtry obtained a divorce at Lakeport. 
On the Isle of Jersey in 1899 Hugo de Bathe and Lily Langtry were 
married. He was 27 at the time and she 47. He survived her only eleven 
years. 
She died in 1929 at Monte Carlo.

LARGE CLASS TO 
BE CONDUCTED 


The certainty that many fatalities 
resulting from accidents of all kinds 
can be eliminated was pointed out 
yesterday by H. J. Culliford, chair­ 
man of first aid, Lawrence County 
Red Cross Chapter, in announcing 
a series of classes in first aid to be 
sponsored by the local chapter be­ 
ginning September 9 at the local 
Chapter House. 
“The national 
headquarters 
of 
the Red Cross in Washington re­ 
cently revealed that many letters 
are received each month recounting 
instances where first aid training 
was the means of saving lives and 
preventing lasting 
injuries,” 
Mr. 
Culliford said. 
“In our own state 
and county we also have had num­ 
erous instances called to our atten­ 
tion where knowledge of first aid 
came in handy.” 
“Police and firemen, employees of 
public utility companies, and drivers 
of buses and interstate trucks are 
being trained by the Red Cross in­ 
structors in an effort to lessen the 
number of fatalities that occur on 
our highways and in our homes,” 
Mr. Culliford said. 
“We feel that 
our local chapter will be perform­ 
ing a distinct 
and 
much-needed 
service to the community in training 
everyone possible in the rudiments 
of first aid and its application.” 
Automobile accidents are increas­ 
ing at an alarming rate, he pointed 
out. The toll of lives taken on high­ 
ways and in city streets continues 
to mount in many places in spite of 
traffic safety drives and stringent 
traffic laws. 
The Red Cross 
has 
been working hf*nd in hand with 
local officials throughout the coun­ 
try in efforts to Control traffic fa­ 
talities and crippling accidents, and 
the national organization has in­ 
corporated this accident prevention 
work in its year-round program. 
Mr. Culliford said that all per­ 
sons interested in receiving the first 
aid training should communicate 
with the local Red Cross chapter at 
once, in order to be enrolled in the 
class which has been announced. 
Applications must be filed by Sep­ 
tember 1. Dr. Albert Sharpe will be 
to the Chapter September 9 through 
September 20.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
Although we have never been able 
to discover the cause of infantile 
paralysis, we know how it affects the 
victim. It is a disease that causes 
inflammation of the fluid of the 
•pinal column. 
The spinal column is like a power 
line that carries electricity into 
'Cities and towns. If some of these 
lines are put out of commission by 
• bad storm, then certain of these 
cities and towns will be blacked out. 
In the same way the paralysis caus­ 
ed by the polio virus may hit certain 
parts of the body, depending on 
what part of the spinal column has 
been affected and how badly this 
‘•storm” ha* affected the nervous 
«ystem. 
So. we see that the spinal column 
1* the real seat of the disease, and 
that 
the 
paralysis—the 
visible 
symptoms, are only symptoms. 
For this reason, a definite diag­ 
nosis of infantile paralysis can first 
be made at the spinal columns, be­ 
fore the disease has progressed to 
the point of paralysing. This early 
diagnosis is made by means of what 
we call the lumbar puncture. 
To perform this puncture, the 
child 1* placed on a hard bed, or 
table. He lies on his side with his 
body curled up, the knees drawn up 
to the chest, the head drawn down 
as far forward as possible. An in­ 
jection of a small amount of local 
anaesthesia is made into the lower 
spinal column. When this is done 
there is a slight sting from the prick 
of -the needle, but this is the only 
part of the procedure which causes 
any pain or discomfort. A special 
needle Is then inserted between two 
of the vertabrae and a tea-spoon of 
the final fluid is drawn off. This Is 
the end of the operation, but the 
child must be put to bed for a day 
or so or he will suffer from a severe 
headache. 
This fluid that has been taken 
Irom the child's spine is examined 
under a microscope for cells. Nor­ 
mal blood contains about 5.000 to 
10,000 cells per CC. If the patient 
has polio, this count will jump fifty, 
or even a hundred thousand. In 


such a case, the inevitable diagnosis 
is that the child has infantile par­ 
alysis. 
I have known parents who object­ 
ed to this lumbar puncture being 
| resorted to on their child. But, prop­ 
erly performed, it does no harm to 
¡ the child, it causes very little dLs- 
comfort, and yet it makes a definite 
, diagnosis possible a day or two be- 
| fore the paralysis symptoms appear. 
The result may well be that the 
child will recover completely from 
the disease instead of being left 
crippled.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 15.—H. Ray­ 
mond Greenleaf, one of two state 
liquor officials fired last week “for 
the good of the service,” claimed 
Wednesday he was dismissed be­ 
cause he found two liquor concerns 
were selling short-weight pint bot­ 
tles to state stores. 
Greneleaf, a Downingtown drug­ 
gist, who organized the laboratories 
when the state monopoly system was 
begun in 1933 and who has been in 
charge of that department ever 
since, and Charles W. Beppler, of 
Shepherdstown, chief of the divi­ 


sion of inventory control, were dis­ 
missed by Gov. Arthur H. James. 
The state chemist explained that 
he discovered a liquor concern sell­ 
ing pint bottles containing only 15 
ounces of whisky and was told “I 
would get into trouble over it.” 
“Instead of being complimented 
over it,” Greneleaf stated, “I was 
criticized and that is the only rea­ 
son I can learn for my dismissal.” 
He said it was his job to analyze 
the contents of the bottles and not 
to check the amount, and added: 
“The governor shoulcl give a reason 
why I was fired. The only one I 
know of is a lame excuse concern­ 
ing the short weight bottle.”

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Bumper Sneeze Crop 
Seems Due This Year 


By WATSON FENIMORE

PHILADELPHIA. Aug. 15.—This 
year's rag weed pollenation season, 
opening today, will produce a bump­ 
er crop of .sneezes throughout the 
state, msdical authorities predicted 
Wednesday. 
From now until the “first frost.” 
visitims of hav fever can expect 
little relief from the ravages caused 
by pollen of the hardy, ubiquitous 
weed, they pointed out. 
Bumper Weed Crop 
It's because, they explained, itie 
stare has a bumper crop of the pest­ 
iferous plant which is the cause of 
most autumn hay fever. Early sum­ 
mer rains, plus July and August 
heat, have brought forth in the 
commonwealth one of the heaviest 
growths of the weed in years. 
Based on estimates that two per 
cent of the population suffers from 
the ailment, approximately 200.000 
Pennsylvanians 
will 
be 
afflicted 
again this fall. 
Dr. Louis Tuft, chief of the al­ 
lergy division of Temple University 
Medical School, pointed out exces­ 
sive quantities of ragweed mean 
greater quantities of pollen in the 
air. 
The worst of the season will come 
during the first 10 days of Septem­ 
ber and from Sept. 15 until October 
victims will gain gradually increas­ 
ing relief as th? amount of pollen 
in the atmosphere diminishes, he 
added. 
Caused By Rains 
Corroborating testimony was given 
by R. H. Bell, plant industry expert 
of the state departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, who .said spring rains were re­ 
sponsible 
for

forthcoming 
sneeze blitzkrieg, and by a Jeffer­ 
son medical college authority. 
Dr. Tuft, former president of the 
Philadelphia Allergy Society, and 
his Jefferson colleague agreed that 
the advent of a rainy spell from to­ 
morrow through September would 
be about the only way the fever sea­ 


son could be lightened. Rain clears 
the air of pollen, they stated. 
Both physicians likewise reported 
that there is little new in the way 
of cure this year to hearten the hay 
fever victim. The principal advance­ 
ment in the last 10 years has been 
improvement in the technique of the

Some Pennsylvania communities 
have joined In the war on hay fever 
by requiring property owners to cut 
and burn ragweed so as to reduce 
the amount of pollen in the air, but 
the only sure way to get relief, med­ 
ical experts admit, is to go “where 
the pollen Isn't.” 
The latter points can include an 
air-conditioned room, office, store 
or other interior or a mountain or 
sea shore resort.
